The Near "yet Broadcasting Station is a British station 
broadcasting in Arabic, For many years it was operating from 
Jaffa, When somebody's hand had seized Imperialism by the throat, 
Clayton's voloe was stifled in Jaffa, When a hundred thousand 
British withdew and a much larger number of Arabs had to flee: 
the N.B.B.8, sought refuge in Cyprus. (We can almost see the 
day when the N.E,B.S. staff will again be busy packing. At that 
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time the Inspector General of the Cyprus/will be perhaps our 
old friend, Col, Gray, who will have accomplished his mission 
“+ Malaya as successfully as in Palestine.) 


Yesterday this station broadcast a talk on the situation in 
Bretz-Isracl. The commentator deplored the lack of unity on the 
part of Arabs, attributing to it their military set-backs. He 
was of the opinion that the Arnbs would have finally to agree to 
the existence of a gmall Jewish state, Such a compromise would 
be préferable to the continuation of the war, especially as, as 
the cgommentaror consoled himself and his listeners, this state 
would be short-lived. 


No reasons for this having been given, we may only guess 
whether the conmentator believed that the small state would suc- 
cumb to intern] difflowltigs, arising out of absence of a “"Le- 
bensraum’ Ll. Laek ef roo fer settlement, or he expeated it to 
fall ar .us3y prey to a better prepared and surprize attack by 
the sullvunding Arab states. 


Whatever the reasons, we accept this British assunption 
without reservation, 


We believe that was the cunning adviee the British gave _ 
the Arabs nine months ago, At that time, by agreeing to a small 
co wWish state, the Arabs could have easily obtained additional 
Sevriterial coneessiong fmom Ben-Gurion, The small state would 
bave been doomed to a slow degeneration until it became ripe 
“ay the Arab sword. For had this state come into being as a 
-soult of a U. N. decision and an Arab approval thgreo?, its 
uo iders would have given dittlie thought to the formation of an 
ecoguase ommed forea, placing an implicit faith, with @he sin- 
plicity and stupidity remgnigcent of the Balfour Declaration 
era, in a mere slip of mper, 


But we have to thank our enemies for opening the eyas of 
the Jews. It has been thegr implacable and uncompramtain’s Bate 
that simply forced on the Jews the necessity of ereatin an 
army, of revising the question of fontiers from the strategic 
viewpoint and made them suddenly to realize the fact that Jeru— 
salem is the security centre of the country, 


Yes, we accept the British assumption taat a small dewish 
state would be short~Lived, but we differ from then in the 
inferences. They say: the Arabs must agree to such a state. 
We sav: the Jews must reject sueh a state, 
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The reality has already effectively rejected the narrow 
boundaries and, with tte aid of necessity, of the Jewish arny 
and, toa large extent, with the aid of the stupid villainy of 
bath our enemies and their advisers, is pushing them wider and 
wider,
